Tacoma, Wash., May 5, 1902. 
Sir : I would respectfully report that there are now 14 cases of small- 
pox in the city quarantine station. There has been a total of 130 cases 
in this city from January 1 to May 1, 1902. 

At the Western Washington Hospital for Insane, which is located at 
Steilacom, Pierce County, there have been 60 cases. 

I notice by the last Public Health Reports that there is no report 
from Seattle, Wash., later than December 31, 1901. Would say that 
Health Officer Carrol's reports show in January, 108 cases ; February, 
102 cases ; March, 93 cases ; April, 30 cases, or a total of 333 cases for 
the four months. 

The principal source of infection is from the mining camps ; also 
logging camps. The cities could soon stamp the disease out if it was 
not for the source of infection.
